Hon. James Speed. 

It is pleasant both to think and write 
about a man of an honorable, unselfish and 
lofty character. Such a man, in all r> pe. ts. 
is James Speed, the Attorney (Jeneral of the 
I'liiled States. Some of the "traits that more 
strongly mark his character, and distin- 
guish his mature manhood, and some of 
the opinions that have inlluenced his polit- 
ical associations through life, were develop- 
ed at a very early age. We allude to his ut- 
ter abhorrence of social and everything like 
religious oppression, h wasthis sentiment 
that determined him to dissolve his con- 
nection with the Whig party, of which he 
had always been an anient "and oonaiatenl 

supporter, when Lf engrafted upon its prin- 

ciples Know Nuthingism; and it was also 
this sentiment that made him an emanci- 
patloniat at sixteen, and later inlife an Ab- 
olitionist. His anti-slavery principles and 
opinions ara aa distinctly defined ami as 
unyieldingly held as is his love ef republi- 
can liberty, and of the Federal Union. Al- 
though the son of a slaveholder— his father 
being Judge John Speed, « ho emigrated to 
Kentucky in 17Si», and settled in Jefferson 
county in 179'i, where the subject of these 

remarks was born lifty-one years ago a 

graduate of St. Joseph's college, located 
in a populous slave county — accustomed in 
his youth to the society of slaveholders ex- 
clusively, and placed soon after his gradu- 
ation, in charge of his father's largo farm 
and numerous sla\es— yet he, at the early 
age before indicated, frankly announced 
his deep and uncompromising' hostility to 
the institution of slavery, and begged'per- 
mission to turn to more congenial jitirsuits. 

His request was granted, and Mr. Speed 
chose the profession of law. After writing 
some time in a Clerk's ollice. for the pin - 
pore of acquiring a knowledge of legal 
tonus and the local laws of Kentucky, he 
entered upon the regular and systematic 
study of his profession — was licensed before 
attaining 21 years of age, and removed 
to and settled in Louisville, where he lived, 
in the enjoyment of an extensive and lu- 
crativo practice, up to the time when the 
President called him to till the ollice of At- 
torney General of the I'nited States. 

Mr. Speed was Industrious, anergatfe and 
talented, and rose rapidly in his profession. 
It is enough to say of him. that he won dis- 
tinction at a bar," uuin!>cring amongst* iu 
members some of the brightest ornaments 
of the legal profession of Kentucky. The 
names of Judge Nicholas, James Guthrie, 
Judge Rowan, Preston L Loughboroug, 
Chancellor Pirtle, Chancellor Logan, and 
the present United States District Judge of 
Kentucky, Hon. Bland Ballard, now recur 
to our memory, as distinguished members 
of the Louisville bar, at the time and whilst 
Mr. Sneed practical at if. ' •< i « t c o..ion»i 
con diets with these eminent lawyers, his 
own really line aLilities were developed, 
aud all tho powers of his capacious mind 
called into exercise. Although not exempt 
from the vicissitudes that usually attend 
the career of lawyers engaged in" a large 
and varied practice, still ho steadily grew 
in the este'-m and conlidence of the com- 
munity, until public opinion placed him by 
the side and acknowledged him the peer of 
the ablest lawyers of the Louisville bar. 

Mr. Speed has never been a politician. 
His ambition was all professional. Still he 
has tilled political positions, and was once 
beaten for ollice. He was elected to Ihe 
lower branch of the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky in 1840. In lsls he was a candidate 
for a seat in the convention called to amend 
tho Constitution of his native Mate, lie 
made a thorough and able canvass of the 
city of Louisville, advocating emancipa- 
tion, and strongly opposing an elective Ju- 
diciary. He was unsuccessful, however, 
the emancipation ticket being largely de- 
feated by a ticket headed by Hon. James 
Guthrie. 

Again, in 1S<H, he was, without solicita- 
tion on his part, elected to the Senate by 
the Union party of Louisville. He took his 
seat iu September following, and partici- 
pated prominently in all the de'oates an 1 
questions growing out of our National dif- 
ficulties, with which Kentucky had to do. 
His position was unequi vocally and uncon- 
ditionally for the Union and the Govern- 
ment against the insurgents. He sustained 
the Administration in its measures, and 
openly and frankly avowed his approval of 
the "negro policy"' that ihe President felt 
compelled to adopt, in order to overthrow 
and Vaaak the power of the rebellion. He 
commended Mr. Lincoln as a great, wise 
and good man, and voted, (often alone), 
against all resolutions denunciatory of the 
President and his policy. 

He spoke his views freely and uereserv- 
edly, and everybody always knew exactly 
where James speed atood, and a bai ha \\ as 
for. Ami yet, didering radically and 
thoroughly M he did, with the Sjnanl mass 
of the Legislature upon subjects the most 
delicate and sensitive to the pro-slavery 
sentiment of Kentucky, ho still retained 
the cordial good-will of his fellow mem- 
bers, and their personal respect. His hon- 
esty and earnestness of purpose, his mi- 
Sinehing loyalty and unselfish patriotism, 
gained confidence, inspired esteem, and 
made of his bitterest political opponents 
ihe warmest person: 1 fiiends. He left the 
Senate without a stain upon his character, 
or a doubt of his purity and sincerity. — [In- 
dianapolis Journal.

Circumstances have hitherto delayed my 
fulfilling a promise to "drop you a line" oc- 
casionally. There has been no lack of in- 
teresting incidents in this part of Kentucky 
for the past month. Hood's investment of 
Nashville and Lyon's raid into Kentucky 
have kept the whole country in a ferment, 
and made lively times for the divisions of 
tho Mississippi Squadron belongiug to the 
Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers. 

Many amusiug and Intetaatiag incidents 
occurred during the time that our fleet was 
under blockade at Nashville, which seenied 
to beguile the officers and men during the 
weary lmitrs of our detention. Lieut. Coin. 
Fitch, of the Cumberland Division, Missis- 
sippi Squadron, conducted the part which 
the navy took in the battles at Nashville 
with great skill, prudence and bravery. 
Acting in concert with the army under < Jen. 
Thomas, he engaged the batteries on the 
river while the cavalry came upon them in 
the rear and captured all the guns and 
many of the men. Previous, however, to 
the grand attack, the monitor Neosha had 
ruu down in front of the rebel batteries and 
engaged their lire several times. Tho rebs 
had several steel guns, and they tired upon 
her with great accuracy. They soon de- 
stroyed tho temporary wood work which 
had been erected for officers' iju titer-, but 
after that was demolished their shells had 
very much the same elici t that a nop fill II 
might have on the back of a turtle. 

The "Johnnies" cursed it as a "d — d Yan- 
kee cheese box on a raft," and were very 
much surprised that their heavy firing had 
no more ellect. They tried very hard to hit 
the pilot house but succeeded only in de- 
molishing an old "caboose," containing a 
cooking stove, which they mistook for the 
pilot house. 

The monitor has a revolving turret with 
two 11-inch gnns, and when they were dis- 
charged the shtM-k was felt in Nashville, 
■ome 8 or 10 mill s distant in a direct line. 

While Hood lay before Nashv ille, Qsfl. 
Lyon started on his grand raid through 
Kentucky. He crossed the Cumberland at 
a place called Howling Green, about fifteen 
miles above Fort Donelson. lie first cap- 
tured the "Thomas K. Tuttle," a transport 
from St. Louis, having on board a few 
aoldtatn. 

On the night oftheSth or !Hh of Decem- 
ber ho captured tho "Beit South," an old 
ferry boat which last year plied hntSrSSn 
Portland and New Albany. 1 had a 
chat with her captain and men at 
Fort Donelson, whither they came on foot, 
over hill and dale, after their i nam by the 
rebels. After they captured the "Ben 
South" they used it as a "ram" to run 
down other boats; forcing the pilot and en- 
gineers to do duty under jauialty of death. 
They captured the "Echo" in this way, and 
by firing with their four "U-pounder.-," and 
their musketry from the shore. 

The tovvhoats "Hornet" and "Kellog" 
barely escaped capture by the bravery and 
skill of their commanders. Ashell wound- 
ed a young man ou the "Echo" so 
that he had to have Bis left leg 
amputated just below the knee, and 
the right one at the ankle. His name 
i* Stephenson, ii" I remember, nnil his rrsi- 
tkuMjt) is i.eavenworth, Ind. The rsbal sur- 
geons amputated his limhs and lafl him in 
a house near the river. One of our gun- 
boats took him thence to the hospit d at 
Clarksvilh. 1 had charge of him for one 
day and he seemed very patient under his 
severe affliction. 

On Sunday, December 11th, Lyon started 
for Hopkinsvillo, having previously sunk 
the boats he captured and paroled or set 
free the prisoners he took. His m n and 
officers lold the ollicers on the Ben South 
that they intended to hold this river and 
remain iu Kentucky all winter, but like 
other little calculations of the rebels, this 
one has failed. 

Lyon visited Hopkinsyille, Princeton, aud 
Eddyville, his former home, among other 
places, and although the meat part of the 
command was raised in that region, they 
were not in the least restrained from com- 
mitting depredations, mostly of highway- 
men; pillaging stores, not only of goods 
which they could use, but of articles for 
which they had no earthly use; robbing cit- 
izens and conscript in;; every man and boy 
capalile of bearing arms, and shooting 
down any who resisted or who attempted 
to escape. I conversed with several citi- 
zens of Eddyville who had fled from the 
conscription to the opposite side of the 
Cumberland, and had lain out in tho woods 
for several nights. 

One of them very properly chantclerizi d 
the condition of alfairs in Eddy v illo and 
vicinity as hell upon earth, and so it was to 
tho Union people. If the copperheads of 
the North, w hom I have heard complain of 
the " Lincoln tyranny," would hav e a little 
taste of the > < Ml aSfX, they would think 
that of which they complain heavenly iu 
comparison. I only wish every mother's 
sou of them lived in Kentucky, and were 
subject to a rebel conscription about lout- 
times a year. 

But, us you know, Lyon has come to 
grief as well as Hood. They both find, 
although marching Ninth in Winter, that 
the climate is too msrm for them, or rather 
they meet with such a warm reception tit 
the hands of the " Lincoln hirelings " that 
they are glad to start South on the "double 
quick." 

Immediately after the great battles and 
great victories before Nashville, which sent 
Hood whirling headlong through Franklin 
on his retreat across the Tennessee, the 
whole fleet of gunboats came down the 
Cumberland as fast as the rapidly rising 
current and sieam could carry them. Ad- 
miral Lee immediately started with part of 
the fleet up the Tennessee, to prevent, If 
possible, Hood's crossing Into Alabama. 
The expedition started from Paducah al the 
mouth of the Tennessee, on Tuesday Dec. -0. 
It consisted of the monitor "Nevada," the 
"iron Cliada " Cincinnati and Pittsburg, and 
the "tin-dads" lleindeer, Silver Lake, 
Fairy aud Naumkeag. These with the Ad- 
miral's two tugboats.proceeded up the river 
as fast as the rapid ami rising current 
would permit, which was very slowly. 

They arrived off Eastport, Miss., oil Sun- 
day. Here the heavy irou-elads were 
obliged to stop on account of the shoals be- 
tween that place and Florence, about thirty 
miles further up, at the foot of "Muscle 
shoals." But the Admiral lost no time is 
proceeding with the monitor Neosha and 
two "tin-elads" (as they are called) to Flor- 
ence, Alabama. Here they found that the 
rebels had planted Latteries ou both sides 
of the river to arrest their further program, 
The rebels under Hood were crossiug still 
further up, where no gunboats could reach 
them except light draft "tin-clads." The 
Neosha, with Admiral Lecon board, fought 
the batteries aud silenced them. The tin- 
clads Reindeer and I airy lashed together, 
and made a splendid fight, under command 
of Vol. Lieut. Olaaaford. They silenced two 
batteries etlectually and were struck with 
only one shot, which did no damage. 1 lis- 
tened to an amusing account of the fight 
between the "Neosha" and the rebel batte- 
ries. They fired but few shots but made 
those few tell, breaking one rebel gun in 
ph ccs and knocking auoiher into the river 
and silencing all. An amusing incident 
happened on board which is worth telling. 
Admiral Lee was having a line Turkey 
roasted in a stove on ile- k, when a rebel 
shell took tho Turkey, dish arid all, out of 
the oven and OVacboaxd into the river! The 
Admiral lost his dinner, but ho whipped 
the rebs, and I rather think from his m \c- 
that he raiher light than eat at any

Our telegraphic report of Mr. Sumner's 
able speech in favor of the resolution en- 
franchising the families of enlisted Slaves, 
was so meager, and the speech was so good 
that we give it l>elow. We copy from the 
correspondence of the New York Tribune. 
The resolution, as our readers were yester- 
day informed, passed the Senate by a vote 
nCJI to lo. 

There was a call only a few days ago for 
300,000 more troops. The country in eda 
them, and it is the duty of Congress to help 
supply them. To this end there must be 
no difficulty, impediment or embarrass- 
ment in the way. All these must l»e re- 
moved; but this is not all. There must be 
encouragement, of ev ery kind; and such is 
the character of the present proposition 
there can be no delay. The country can- 
not wait the slow a .lion of a constitutional 
amendment; Congress must act to the ex- 
tent ot its jMjwer, and any abdication of its 
power on this question will be injurious to 
the public interests. All must conless the 
humanity of the proposition for enfranchis- 
ing the families of colored persons who 
have borne arms for their country. All 
must confess the hardship of continuing 
them iu Shivery. But tho question is 
asked, what power has Congress to set the 
families free? This is the single point on 
which I shall expre~s an opinion. 

My answer is, that Congress has pre- 
cisely the sani" |M)Wer to enfranchise the 
families that it has to enfranchise the col- 
ored soldiers. The two powers are coinci- 
dent and from the sain.- source. It has al- 
ready been assumed that Congress mav 
enfranchise the ealonad soldiers. This has 
been done by solemn statute, without any 
reteienc to the conduct of his pretended 
owners. If we never asked the reason for 
such enfranchisement, it must ba tntnd, 
hrst. in practical necessity, that we mav 
secure the best services of" the slaves; and, 
second, in its intrinsic justice aud humani- 
ty. In brief, the Oovernm ni cannot be so 
improvident, and an loolish, an In attemp, 
to obtain tho services of the slave al th« . 
hazard of life, w ithout securing to him the 
bona of freedom. Nor, if the Government 
were so bereft of common sense as to forego 
this temptation to the enlistment of efficient 
service, could it be guilty of the unuttera- 
ble meanness of using the slave in the na- 
tional defense, and then returning him to 
bondage. Therefore, the slave who lights 
is enfranchised, httt every argument and 
every consideration which pleads for the 
enfranchisement of the slavo pleads for the 
enfranchisement ot the family. Thero is 
the same practical necessity for doing it, 
and the same unutterable shabbiness in not 
doing it. There is no principle of law better 
established than the rule that any ac- 
knowledged right carries with it till" inci- 
dents essential to its exercise. 1 do un! 
employ technical language, but I give the 
idea which is founded in reasou aud the 
nature of things. It would lie vain to con- 
fer a right, or a favor, if the means of its 
enjoyment were denied. From this simple 
statement the conclusion is irresistible. In 
conferring upon Congress thf> power to cre- 
ate an army, the Constitution eoadbnnd 
therewith ail the powers essential to tin- 
exercise of thu peiuoipitl power. 

If i 'ongress. cm authorize the enlistment 
of slaves, as it unquestionably can, it may 
at the same time authorize their enfran- 
chisement, and by the same leas. >n it mav 
authorize the enfranchisement of their trim 
dies, and all this from the necessity of the 
case ami to prevent an intolerable mean- 
ness. An English patriot, nearly two cen- 
turies ago, exclaimed, in memorable words, 
that he would give his life to save his coun- 
try, but he would not do a mean thing i 
save it. If there be any valuo in this decla- 
ration, it may well be invoked when it is 
deliberately argued IksjsJ the National Bow- 
eminent can create an mm am j m t u j„ 
service can enfranchise the slave which t: 
enlists, but that il is impotent toanfrnncblan 
his family. I know not how we can use hi 
right ami, anil ask him to shed his blood in 
our defense, aud then hand over his wife 
and child to bondage. The case is too clear 
for argument. The human heart regrets 
the insufferable pretension. But it is s M 
the slave has no family. Such is the argu- 
ment of slavery. For all that he has, m 
well as all that he is, even his wife MM 
ehild, belong to another. Surely this un- 
righteous pretension will not ba made the 
apology for a denial of rights. If the fam- 
ily of the slave be not designated bylaw, 
then it must be ascertained by the next beat 
evidence possible, that is, by cohabitation 
and mutual recognition as man and wU : 
and any uncertainty in the ev idence must 
be regarded as a natural incident of slav ery. 
As men cannot take advantage of their ow : n 
wrong, so slaveholders cannot on this occa- 
sion take advantage of slavery. Any other 
rule would practically unite w ith slavery in 
denying to the slave his w ife and child. 

There is a well-known French maxim 
which says that it is only the first Map 
which costs, **BnVnri MM H premier n«tl 
tjiie route." And on this occasion permit 
me to say that it is only the first stage of 
the argumcut which merits attention. 
Concede that the soldier may bo enlran- 
chised, and it follows that by the same con- 
stitutional power his family may be a 1- 
mitted to an equal liberty. Any other aon- 
clusion w ould De as illogical as it is inhu- 
man, and disci-edible alike to the head ami 
heart. There is no argument, whether of 
reasou or of humanity, for the i nfranchis, 
meut of the soldier, which does not paMd 
equally for that of his family. Nay more, 
I know not how we can expert a hlaaahM 
on our anus while we fail to per form thi- 
duty. 1 cannot close what I have m sa_\ 
v. ithont adding that in my opinion Congress 
at this moment is complete master of the 
whole question of slavery everywhere in 
the I'nited States. Bran without any con- 
stitutional amendments it can sweep it all 
out of existence precis, I v as ii can MnMSrS 
any other obstruction to the national de- 
fense, and all this by virtue of a power 
indisputable as the* power to raise annus 
or to suspend* the habeas corpus. Future 
generations will read with amazement tha*- 
a great people, w hen their national life MM 
assailed, hesitated to exercise a power so 
simple and beneficent; and this amazement 
will know no bounds as they learn that 
Congress higgled for mouths on Ae ques- 
tion whether the wife aud children of the 
colored soldier ahouM >*> admitted to free- 
dom.

The duty of twenty j»er cent on printing 
paper, payable, of course, in gold, which 
was expected to be such an important 
source of revenue to the vioverument, turns 
out to be an unparalleled speculation for 
the paper makers, and an intolerable bur- 
den to the public at large, but does not 
yield a dime to the United States Treasury; 
or, if it yields any thing, that is immensely 
overbalanced by the .additional expense 
a.-eruing to the Government in common 
with other consumers from the present ar- 
tificial and outrageous price of paper. 

The Congress of the United States has 
unwittingly imposed an onerous tax upon 
the entire reading population of the land to 
put unbounded fortunes into the hands of a 
few dozen paper makers. 

The question of repeal is now up before 
that body.

1 1 w as not long since that the stamp duty 
on newspapers in fir net Britain was re- 
pealed, in conipliai, c with the public 
clamor against it as ■ "tax upon know- 
ledge.'' Tho clamor was just; the stamp 
duly was in fact an obstruction tothospread 
of information, and the ob^ectioiia to it were 
urged with such force, zeal and constancy, 
that the Qoverament found itself obliged to 
give way, and the duty was repealed. The 
duty on printing MajMr, under which tho 
community sutlers, is infinitely more un- 
just and odious than a stamp duty on new s- 
papers. It is not only a tax on know ledge, 
but a tax on education. It taxes what in 
Great Britain was left free. It taxes not 
merely the communication of news and the 
discussion of public question, but it exacts 
a tribute from the h arn r m his tenderest 
years, ami from the scholar and the man 
of science iu his highest researches. It 
levies an alms for the benefit of the paper- 
makers upon the child learning his alpha- 
bet. There is not a handbill pa.sted on the 
corners of tho streets w hich docs not nav 
tribute. 1 J 

Worst of all this tribute does not go into 
the tveaaiUV. The stamp duty exacted in 
I i rent Britain w as added to the public in- 
come, went to support tho government and 
to pay the interest of the national debt. Our 
duty on printing paper adds nothing to the 
riches of the public excheouer, but linds its 
way directly into the coders of the papor- 
niakers. Much better would it he lor the 
government if it were a stamp duty, since 
UMM the original reason for imposing it 
would continue in force, and the increase 
which it would cause in the price of printed 
matter would go directly into the national 
treasury. 

As the tariff of duties on paj>or now j 
stands, it is a ch at, a fraud up.ui the peo- ' 
pie. "Why are newspapers, pamphlets 
and books, and everything printed, so 
much deatcr than formerly?" asked a pa- 
triotic customer of his bookseller. "One 
reason of tho high price," the bookseller 
naturally answers, "is t he dutv of twenty 
per cent, on imported printing paper, which 
must bo paid in gold, amounting, in fact, 
to more than forty i>er cent." "Oh, a dm v 
imposed by the Government to supply its 
own pressing needs,'' rejoius the oust no t. 
"Well, if tbe Government needs the money, 
I will pay the difference cheerfully." A 
little further inquiry would satisfy him 
that this high duty is retained in the tariff 
not to meet the need of the Government, 
but to satisly the greed of ihe paper makers. 
Tho tax, therefore, resolves itself iuto a 
deception, which, if Congress allows it to 
continue, will be a disgrace to our legisla- 
tion. 

These are but a part of the considerations 
in favor of the repeal of the tax on printing 
paper, and w e have by no means done with* 
the subject.

The destruction of the (Jalt House by fire 
j •BMssaB*/ morning was complete. Only the 
black walls and ruins of what was one of 
the linest hotels in the West now remain. 
The lire originated in the north-west corner 
of thn building, but just where or how is 
not known. The fire had got such head- 
way before it was discovered that any effort 
to suppress it by those in the building 
would have been entirely useless.

There is another mau missing, named 
W. T. Hanna, of Shelby county, Ken- 
tucky, who was stopping at the 
house, and has not been seen or heard of 
sine i the lire. He was in eeuipany with 
Mr. Bird, and both retired in room No. Iffc 
The latter gentleman made his way out of 
the room and down stairs, though almost 
suffocated by the smoke. The bell of IS 
was rung after communication by the stairs 
MS wholly cut off by the fire. There were 
five l»eds in the room. It is supposed Han- 
na perished in tbe nanus. It is not im- 
probable that others suffered the same 
dreadful fate. 

A number escaped through the windows 
of their bed rooms, by means of the lire 
i adder-, and others not so high up by tying 
bed clothes together and suspending them 
out of the windows, and descending to the 
irr amd by that means. A man. from a 
window in the third story of the building, 
when he seemed to be surrounded by the 
flames, cried out for help. The firemen, 
wiih all possible haste, put up a ladder, 
upon which he descended to the ground in 
safety, only being scorched some little. A 
minute longer and he would have had to 
leap. The fire could be seen spreading iu 
his room, and in a very brief time after he 
left the window it broke through it. 

The burning of the Gait House isa fearful 
chapter in the history of our city, and will 
be long remembered.
